Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-14, and 16-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a light directing film comprising all the specific components 
with the specific combination including the prism elements having generally parallel tips 
extending substantially uninterrupted across the structured surface, wherein the first 
prim elements having blunt tips, a width of the blunt tips being treater than 0% to less 
than about 40% of a width of the bases, and a second prism elements having sharp tips 
as set forth in claims.
